The renovations at Parkside Col- 
lege dining hall are still “on schedule” 
and due to be completed on Oct. 21, 
according to Director of Housing and 
Residential Life Carol Roberts-Corb.

However, if the dining hall is com- 
pleted on time, it still may not open to 
residents until November. 

The maintenance team renovating 
Parkside’s dining hall previously ex- 
tended the project’s completion date 
from September to October this year. 

This delay has limited Parkside 
residents’ dining options, leaving them 
to either visit the Hillside College or 
Beachside College dining halls, or to 


the CSULB rugby fields on Sunday. 


eat in the temporary “Camp Parkside” 
dining hall in Parking Lot 16, a five- 
minute walk away from Parkside. 
Since the beginning of the semester, 
Camp Parkside has been operating out 
of a few modular office trailers in Lot 
16, which sits a few minutes away from 
the Hillside dining hall. The temporary 
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CSULB pays most in wages throughout the CSU

Cal State Long Beach paid the most 
in total employee wages of all Cal 
State. University campuses last year, 
according to data on the State Control- 
ler’s Office website. 

CSULB paid more than $203 mil- 
lion in employee wages in 2012-13, 
yet it had the third largest number of 
employees in the entire 23-campus 
system, according to the data. 

San Francisco State University had 
the most employees at 7,654, while 
Cal State Northridge had the second 
most at 7,640, according to the data. 
CSULB came in third with 7,499 em- 


ployees. 

By comparison, SFSU paid its em- 
ployees just under $198 million while 
CSUN paid little more than $201 mil- 
lion. 

According to CSU Spokesman 
Erik Fallis, the data from the State 
Controller’s Office includes several 
forms of payments in addition to sal- 
ary. ae 
“These types of payments may in- 
clude those who cash-out unused va- 
cation time upon leaving the CSU or 
receive a payment in lieu of health ben- 
efits,” Fallis said via email. 


Fallis said that the data also includes 
payments to part-time student assis- 
tants. 

CSULB’s total salaries accounts for 
7.5 percent of the CSU system’s ex- 
pense in wages, according to Interim 
Provost and Senior Vice President for 
Academic Affairs David Dowell. 

Dowell said that the 7.5 percent is 
also “almost exactly” proportional to 
the university’s share of enrollment 
in the system, which may help to ex- 
plain CSULB’s portion of expenses in 
wages. 

A contributing factor for CSULB’s 
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wages paid last year, Dowell said, 
might also be that the university “did 
a better job than most CSUs,” of main- 
taining classes for students during the 
budget downturn. He said maintaining 
those classes meant maintaining pay 
for instructors as well. 

“The fact that we protected classes 
for students, we also had to protect 
salaries for faculty to teach them,” 
Dowell said. “That was a real priority 
for our campus.” 

According to the data, CSULB’s 
average wage for employees is 
$27,171, just above the CSU average 
of $26,457. 

In comparison, the data showed that 
the universities trailing behind CSULB

in most wages paid last year were 
CSUN and San Diego State University, 
which pay an average wage of $26,320 
and $26,494, respectively. 

Additionally, the State Controller’s 
Office data showed that the university 
president, along with the majority of 
administrative and instructional fac- 
ulty and a few department chair posi- 
tions, earn the highest pay. 

According to the data, the highest 
paying job at CSULB last year was 
the university president, which paid 
$320,251. 

CSUN paid,’ a noticeably lesser 
amount to its president, $136,982 in 
2012-13, according to the data. On the 
other hand, the data listed SDSU as 
paying its president $359,358. 

On-campus work-study, student as- 
sistant and some graduate assistant po- 
sitions were paid the least, according to 
the data.

30 percent of exchange 
students from Germany, UK

Cal State Long Beach has become 
a popular place for students from 
Germany and the U.K. 

CSULB is hosting 145 direct ex- 
change international students this 
fall, and of that group, 22 students 
came from each Germany and the 
U.K. 

According to Jennifer Orem, edu- 
cation abroad adviser, the 145 students 
include just those on a direct exchange, 
not all international students studying 
on campus this semester. Last year, 
CSULB saw 135 direct exchange in- 
ternational students. 

Wolfgang Jentner, from the Univer- 
sity of Konstanz in South Germany, 
said his decision to study at CSULB 
was easy. 

“Its very good ratings, the large 
campus and the large variety of 
courses influenced me,” Jentner said. 

Jentner said his first choice for ex- 
change was the computer science pro- 
gram at CSULB because the major he 
studies in Germany, information en- 
gineering, is big in the U.S. but still 
new and emerging back home. 

“This adventure was planned for 
a while, and there were plenty of 
people who told me a lot of differ- 
ent things about the U.S. and Cali- 
fornia,” Jentner said. “It was quite 
confusing for me, and at some point 
I just decided to come here and make 
my own experiences.” 

He said that his first impression at 
CSULB was that the area is beauti- 
ful, the people are friendly, and it’s 
incredibly diverse. 

“There’s so much to explore 
here,” he said. “It already feels like 
the year I’ll spend here is too short 
to discover everything.” 

While some international stu- 
dents travel alone, 15 exchange 
students from the University of 
Hertfordshire, England, made 
the trip to CSULB _ together. 
Most of these students said the main 
appeal of California is the weather, 
the beach and the chance to live in 
surroundings that couldn’t be more 
different from those of England. 

“It’s also an opportunity that sets 
me apart,” sophomore tourism major 


Ellie Dickinson said. 

Junior astrophysics major Tabi 
Yates said the differences between 
her home and CSULB she most no- 
ticed include the size of the campus 
and the massive portion sizes in res- 
taurants. She said she was also im- 
pressed that everyone -has*been so 
friendly and helpful since she came 
to The Beach. 

Anke Surmacs, from Hamburg, 
Germany, said she had heard from 
other German students back home 
that CSULB is a great university 
with many opportunities and that it 
offers classes that aren’t available at 
her home university. 

“For me it’s a big chance to work 
with different people from different 
fields and combine those impres- 
sions with my major in costume de- 
sign,” she said. “I expected friendly 
and open-minded people, a beautiful 
landscape, sun and of course a lot of 
work, and that’s what my first im- 
pressions were like.” 

According to German Club Facul- 
ty Adviser Nele Hempel-Lamer, the 
German Club attracts students from 
the German Studies Program as well 
as international students. She also 
said that German universities heav- 
ily promote international education 
and have many partnerships with 
universities around the world. 

“Germans love to travel and the 
learning of foreign languages is fos- 
tered in the K-12 system,” Hempel- 
Lamer said via email. 

Some German students had for- 
mal instruction in three different 
languages before they even gradu- 
ated from high school, she said. 

“Advanced proficiency in English 
is considered a must for Germans, 
both in the [European Union] and as 
collaborators on the global stage,” 
she said. 

Hempel-Lamer said that the ex- 
change program is beneficial for any 
student interested in studying abroad. 

“They realize that proficiency 
in this second language opens up 
a myriad of new opportunities for 
them,” Hempel-Lamer said. “They 
can pursue classes or professional 
experiences that augment their aca- 
demic studies here.”

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Anatol Center to host forum on constitutionality of gay marriage 


The discussion 
will start at 4 p.m. 
Tuesday.

Same-sex marriage will be the topic 
of discussion at Cal State Long Beach’s 
fourth annual celebration of Constitu- 
tion Day this year. 

The event is sponsored by the com- 


munications studies department’s 
Center for First Amendment studies, 
the political science department and 
the journalism and mass communica- 
tion department. It will take place at 
4 p.m. on Tuesday in the Karl Anatol 
Center. 

At the event, Craig Smith, direc- 
tor of the Center for First Amendment 
Studies, and Kevin Johnson, a research 
director at the center, will discuss the 
constitutionality of same-sex marriage 
and the cases leading up to it, according 
to Smith and Johnson. They will also 
analyze the Supreme Court’s ruling on 
California’s Proposition 8 and the fed- 


eral Defense of Marriage Act. 

Smith will give a presentation on 
the history and evolution of marriage 
law and earlier cases concerning Prop. 
8 and DOMA, which led up to the Su- 
preme Court’s decision this year. 

Johnson said that among the land- 
mark court cases to be discussed are 
Loving v. Virginia, a case that dealt 
with law prohibiting interracial mar- 
riage, as well as Bowers v. Hardwick 
and Lawrence v. Texas, both of which 
dealt with sodomy laws. 

“This is not a debate,” Smith said. 
“The event is informative. We are tak- 
ing a stand, just explaining what the 


Supreme Court rulings mean and where 
we are on same-sex marriage federally 
and at the state level.” 

Johnson, who has spent much time 
researching and publishing about the 
First Amendment and the same-sex 
marriage debate, will discuss the Su- 
preme Court’s ruling. 

He will also discuss First Amend- 
ment issues surrounding same-sex 
marriage and the cases on Prop. 8 and 
DOMA. 

“I think it is important to create a 
sense of awareness about our Constitu- 
tion and its contemporary questions,” 
Johnson said. 


Johnson said the event’s goal is to 
provide an educational forum that cov- 
ers the history and evolution of the 
American Constitution. 

“Being aware of the policies that 
govern us, participating in the de- 
liberation over those laws and when 
necessary, changing or abandoning 
those laws in order to better our civi- 
lization and learning about the Con- 
stitution is vital to such activity,” 
Johnson said. 

There are expected to be approxi- 
mately 75 attendees at the event, John- 
son said. The presentations will be fol- 
lowed by a Q-and-A session. 
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Camp Parkside is equipped with plas- 
tic tables and foldable chairs, and resi- 
dents use disposable dishware. 

Although its completion date is set 
for October, the new dining hall will 
not open its doors to hungry students 
that month, according to Roberts-Corb. 

“We haven’t set an opening date yet, 
but it should be in very early Novem- 
ber,” Roberts-Corb said. “That is if all 
continues to go well — you never know 
with construction.” 

Roberts-Corb said that aside from 
construction, the new dining hall will 
have to go through other processes be- 
fore it can open its doors to residents. 

“The 49er Shops will need to stock 
the kitchen and train on the new equip- 
ment,” she said. She also said training 
alone is predicted to take approximate- 
ly two weeks. 

Sophomore nursing major and 
Parkside resident Alice Park said she 
is excited for the new dining hall to 
open.
